They cannot bee 
true friendes that doe differ in religion: there is no beaſt 
moze like a Pule than an Aſſe, noz none moꝛe like a friend 
than a Papiſt, but

Beware the Foxe x ob ſhape of lambe retames, 
In honie ſweete there poiſon oft remaines. 

They would be ſhepe, but they are wolucs couercd in 
thepes ſkinncs, who although they ſaine ſimplicity, like the 
ſhep,yet are they knowen firſt by their voicc,fo2 they houle 
and roze againſt the heauens, in ſeeking fo deſtroy þ Saints 
of God, when the ſheepe bleateth downe to the ground: nert 
they delight themſelnes in bloud, where with they loue to be- 
ſmeare their tieth, the ſherpe retopeeth in no ſuch fod, but is 
content to foede vpon the greene graſſe. Theſe counterfaite 
ſherpe, theſe papiſticall Icſuifes , 02 rather apiſticall Jebu- 
fites,arc diſpenſt with by þ Pope to weare ſundꝛie babites, 
pou cannot knowe them by their Pꝛieſtip garmentes, foz 
ſometimes they iet in Lions ſkins, but you may diſcry them 
by their aſſes cares, perping out from vnder their hodes. 
Mhey will faine vnto you outward holincſſe, when inward- 
ly they are verie hypocrites , they will perſwade pou they 
ſeeke the ſaluation of pour ſonles , when they meane to be- 
witch you with that inchantment. that hath alrcdy w2orghbt 
the deſtruction of their owne . They wulle you Popiſhe 
bokes, and poiſoned Pamplcts, but at firſt make ſquramiſh 
and daintie to lend them, p2aiſing them fo2 their godneſſe, 
godlyncs,and learning, when within them there 1s nothing 


but miſchiefe, poperie, and crrour,they _ incenſe you that \ 
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you haue no Qucene,no common wealth, no Church, no go- 
— 2 — 
are together in one common wealth, as 
—— — therefoze of the enui⸗ 
ous tongue that laboureth ounde your peace,and 
learne to knowe theſe ſubtill Seminaries and pziuie Pa- 
piſts, and knowing them lay hands vpon them, let them ber 
diſcoucred,cramined, impꝛiſoned, and if they bee obſtinate, 
pzeſently diſpatched , ſo ſhall you haue no to gnawe 
pour ſides,no2 no griedy wolucs fo lap your whom as 
your Countrie by nature will not baer de, nos feede,lo doe not 
tontrarie to nature nouriſh anie of a fozraine bzode, eſpeci- 
ally Romiſh,foz they are in nature moſt ranenous. 
Then deare Countrimen, being thus minded, friendly and 
bꝛotherip to iopne together in toncoꝛd and bnity one with an 
other, that your enemies may haue no gap wherby to enter, 
adde to d, courage, e fo:titude to pour friendſhip. 
Conſſder the auncient fame vou haue often won in the field, 
when your Kings haue bene crowned in foꝛaine lands, and 
you renotvmed fo2 your martiall pzowcſſe, where ars nowe 
the EI 


land ? Shall the enemie thinke they are gone, and chaunged 
from their wonted nature: No, no, they ſhall J hope finde 
them redoubled in increaſe of their ſoꝛmer deeds, to their igs 
D AE 

Plal 7.8 are called Angli quaſi Angeli, and in derde you are as 

2 it were Angels, lo; the Loꝛd hath fed pou with Angels fod, 

1.Cor,to. he hath giuen you Ch2ilt e the pure knowledge of his wozd, 
euen the true bzead that came downe rem heaucn , long 
haue you had it and inioyed it among you, which is a ſingu⸗ 
lar token cf Gods mercie, whercfoze take vnto pou the faith 
of Angels, as you rctayne the hearts of men, ſtcdfallly truſt 
in rhe Loꝛd, and toutly fight foz the defence of his wo2 de. 
The Almond tree the older it is, the moze fruitfull, ſo the 


longer rou haue had the wozd, bee pou the mee faithfull. Jf 
- pou die in the defence of this, you ſhall line ſoz euer, yh

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hae without this, you die euer. 

Strangers haue wzitten in the deſcription of pour coun- 
trie, that you are in bell utrepidi, unfeareſull in warre, that 
pou will dermrcare ad internitiomems alterus parts fight it out to 
the laſt man, and that vou only ſeeke after victo21ie, then adde 
pour valour to their cenſare,and let pour courage ſhew your 
Countrie.Plinius waiteth,that the nobleneſſe of the Lion is 
belt lene in daungers, ſoz being perſued of the hunters,and 

folowed by the hounds, he hides not his head in holes, 

2 ſh2oudes himſelfe among baſhes, but gets him into the 
. open fields,x there moſt noblie expeceth his enemies. Lo- 
wing Countrunen.pon know the p2incely lion, us the armes 
of pour famous Countrie, retaine then his nature, and kepe 
dis courage faint not no2 flie from pour enemies, but moſt 
valiantly beard them to their faces, that they may knowe 
the Lion will not ſhzinke in daungers, noz Engliſh hartes 
faint in froubles; 
Againe, there is this Antipathia, betweene the Lion and 
the Wolfe, that the Lion is an enemie vnto him by nature, 
e will ſoneft of al others teare him in peeces , acco2ding to þ 
berſe, T orua kena lupum ſequitur &. Yu haue now rightly 
to deale with wolnes couered hm ſpecie,they ſceke your 
bloud, and not pours alone, but of pour wines and child2en, 
wherefoze like Lions encounter them, and as like wolues 
they thirſt fo2 blond, ſo let them tuſtly wallow in their own. 
Doubt not of vicozie,it is Gods quarrell, the Lion ofIuda 
will be your helper, you ſhall but holde the weapon, her will 
—— ———— 
the end,onely be faifhfull and doubt not 

uu Pou haue had along peace, God will try pounowe wit 

warre, vou haue had mach pleaſure, he will pꝛoue you nowe 

with paine, you haue had the ſlwerte, now taſte ſome ſower, 
Dulcia non meruit qui non guſt uit mi. He not deſerues the 
[wate, that will not tate the lower, The great 4 long pꝛoſ⸗

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tie. The Cagle tryeth her birdes by oppoling them agaynE 
the Dunne open eyed, ſo God trieth his childzen by the eye 
of their faith firmely ſet vppon Cha iſt, whereſoꝛe like noble 
Eagles, faſten the eyes of your ſoule vpon this true Sonne 
of righteouſnefe,and firſt with repentant heartes fo2 your 
ſinnes,and then with aſſurtd hope of the pzomiſes of God in 
Cþh2ift,perſwade pour ſelucs of moſt happie vicozy.. 

Defend pour molt gracious and ſoueraigne Ducene,by 
whoſe m*ancs you haue happily umoyed a long and flouriſh- 
ing peace, vnto whoine in reſpect of naturall clcemencie, and 
paſſing motherly love, vou owe your ſelues, pour liues, and 
all you haue: Let no traitour noꝛ enemie, either fozraine 0z 
domeſticall doe her wꝛong, oz but goe about to thinke her il, 
whole bloud pon would not be willing to ſhed, though with 
loſle of pour ewn liues:ſhe is pour molt lawiull Qutene, and 
therefoze lawfully to be deftded, not vnla w ully to be wꝛon⸗ 
ged by anie traitoꝛs, oʒ their complices whether ſozraine 02 
domeſticall. 

She is pour true and naturall Nucene,b2ed,bozne and 
bꝛought vp amongſt pou, and as ſhee hath naturally loued 
pou cuen from the beginning of her raigne, ſo doe peu molt 
naturally like Cngliſh men, lpke true harted Cngliſh men, 
like couragicus Engliſh men, defende her,fight fo her, and 
not onely gard her with daunger of pour lines, but alſo aide 
her with your landes and liuinges, and as God hath bleſſcd 
you by her meancs with gold and ſiluer, which are but a red | 


and white earth, and nothing in cempaciſon of a gracious E 
bertuous Querne, lo willingly,not conltraynevly, freely, not 
whiningly, liberally, not mggardly , open your purſes and 
beſtotwe largely vpon her nowe in tune of warre, by whome 
pou haue filled pour cofers richly in tune of peace. Couſider 
to what end God hath inriched pou, and wherefoze ron haue 
moꝛt lent vou than other m#.Zf you ho2d it vpnow in time 
neede, you ſhal haue not onety pour conſctences to accuſe you 
of vnthankfulneCe,and vnwoꝛthineſſe of fo god a Queene, 


but Gods judgements one day to light vpon your ſelucs and

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your riches, io that it ſhall not foyſon with your hcires, that 
was ſo vaſtly detayned from pour natural and moſt lowing 
Soaeraigne,thzough whom you haue reteiutd ſo many and 
infinite benefitcs 


Remember howe many daungers her ſacred perſon hath 
ſuſtayned and often endurcd,fo2 defending both you t yours 
from Popery,and keping you ſtil in peace and tranquilitie. 
What w2cible inuaſtons haue bene p2oued :? What ſecrete 
treaſons attempted , not cncly to diueſt her Þareſtie frem 
crowne t diguitie,but to bereaue her Yighneſſe alio of life: 
wherefoze as thc bath ventured her life,crowne, and honoz 
in dcfence of you and that pou haue, ſo bount:itlly, kindly, 
and thankfullp,doe you agapne naturally requite her, and 
manfully defend her. wrth liues, landes. and geds. that (hee 
may thinke her ſclfe happic of ſo god ſubicaes, and you not 
bawozthie of ſo gracious a Qutene, that bath bene a louimg 
mother vnto you in ber carefulnce, and a diligent nurſe in 
continuall painfulneſſe. 
Pou arc not ignozant, Ner«os et robur belli omnes preuuims 
eſſe. That money is the ſinowes and ſtrength of warre, and 
as Demoſthenes that famous Oꝛatour and wiſe Captaine 
| ſapd to the Athemans, Pecunia certe opus oft nec q uicqu an ſiue 
ea in bello perfici poteſt, Certainly money is needfull, neyther 
may ante thing be done in warre without it. Whercfoze as 
vou lee the necrilitie thercofin this adion, and the oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nitie of the tune, ſo be not ſlacke to beſtow that, which may 
be not alone the defence of her rotall pcrſon,but the oꝛdma⸗ 
rie meane alſo fo; ſafegard of pour owne liues. 

Pugnaue pro parria, fight fo your country, your dearcſt coun- : 
trie, wherein you haue ben bzed,boznc,nouriſhed,4 bzought 1 
vp, toward which pou ought to bee as inwardly affected, as 
you are naturally moued to your mothers. It is yeur native 
ſoile, and thercfo2c molt ſweete,foz what may bee dearer 02 
ſweeter than your Countrie? No gold no2 ſluer comparable 
to your Countrie , no pleaſures no delightes like to your 


Country,foz what ſo is neereſt to „ Mt" 
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te to lile, and as Plato ſayth in Critone, Et parrs et matri et 
progenttorious cmiſib us pat am iſſe antepauendam, Our Coun- 
tric ought to be pzefcrred beioze Father, other. o cls our 
avnceſtours: foꝛ though our fathers, mothers,and kindzed 
die, yet our Countrie doeth nouriſh vs, cheriſh and pꝛeſerue 

vs. 
Wlhen the peaple of Tegea in Arcadia made warre with 
them of Pliencum, the battatle being (ct and ozdcred on each 
— ide redie to iopne together, they twke counſaile each to ſend 
thꝛte bʒethꝛen valiant and ſtout men, who ſhoulde contend 
fo2 the vicnoazy They of Tcgea ſent the ſonnes of Rhexima- 
chus,they of Pheneum of Demonſtratus,theſe ſirt met, and 
in fight two of Rhex1machus ſonnes were ſlaine, the third 
named Cricolaus ouercame his cnemics with this ffrata- 
gem, he fained to flic,and as each of the other purſued him, 
he ſeuerally ew them all, and returning with victozie was 
toyfully receiued of all ſaue of his fiſter Demodice, 4 though 
he had ſaucd the Citie by his valour, pet becauſe bee had by 
chance ſlaine her loner,ſhec enuied at his vicozie,and reiop- 
ted not at his triympþ, which the young man diſdayning,as 
an enimie of her Countric,he lew her, and beeing after ac⸗ 
—— ol his mot her, was not withſtanding by the Citizens 


If there be anie among vs that be ſuch ennious traito2s, 
that regard rather theyz owne plcaſures oz commodities, 
maze than the ſafegard of their country,be they fathers,mo- 
thers,ſiſters,o2 bzothers,J would they had the rewarde of 
Demodice:and famous haddeſt thou bene Critolaus, in the 

a memoꝛie of all ages, that pꝛeterredſt thy Count rie befoze 
thy kinne, and the honoꝛ thereof befoze thine owne life, had⸗ 
deft thou not filed thy hands in womaniſh bloud. Into this 
your Countrie pour enemies boaſt to ſet fot, they count vpb 
your riches and treaſures,your landes and poſſeſſions, pour 
wines and fayꝛeſt daughters, and to diſpoſſeſſe you not one⸗ 


lp of pour pleaſures, but of your deareſt liues, but Jremem- 
ber the fable ol Hermogenes, that the Apes ſeeing the coms- 
modi⸗ 
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modities that men had by Cities,how the conerings of their 
5 houſes and penteiſes kept out the raine and winde in Wins 
ter, and ſhat out the hot Dunne in Þammer , their walles 
and doꝛes ſhut out theeues, and their defenced townes and 
great gates defended them rem wilde beaſts and enemies: 
certaine of then: ( eſpecially thoſe that liked this cunll life,) 
concluded to call a counſell, and in open aſſemblie (as the na⸗ 
ture of Apes is apt to imitate euery actton)they perſwade to 
take from men a peecc of ground, whercon they would build 
Cities as men doe, theꝝ reckon bp the commodit ies, that the 
walled townes would kerpe out wolues, x their houſes wind 
and wether but they adde this, that they would build theirs 
moze commodiouſly,foz they would haue their oꝛtharus and 
gardens all within their Cities, the fruitcs whereof ſhould 
maintain them: Alſo they would haue their Theaters and 
playes foz pleaſure, but they ſhould be al within their wals, 
this they perſwaded,the counſcl was liked, and with the re⸗ 
membzance hereof they were delighted, it was (one contri⸗ 
ued int and eaſte to be ſpoken, but not ſo ſone done, 
foz when the wod was to bee hewed, the ſtones ta bee ſqua⸗ 
red, the beds to be ſawed, and euerie other thing fo be p2c- 
pared, they ſawc then their Apiſh counſel was fruſtrate and 
te hard fo2 them to accompliſh ; cucn ſo the pꝛoude Spani⸗ 
ards ltke Hermogenes Apes haue conſulted,and determined 
to enter your Jland,and therein to inioy both their plcaſure 
and commoditie,but J doubt not(deare Countrunen) when 
it Chal come to the puſh of the pike and dint of the ſwo2d, but 
that our God wil ſo fruſtrate their purpoſe, as thꝛough your 
valiant mindes and hardie deedes,they ſhal finde their coun- 
—4 vaine, and returne heme ac ain like Apes without 
Zhcy play with vs as Iulianus the Apoſtate did with the 
Ch2iſttans in his time, who as Theodoritu: in his 6. boke 
and 44.Chapter telleth) after the Parthian warres, made 
great p:eparation againſt the C*21ſhans, whd he ſco:uſully 
tearmed Galilzans,thzeataing he would race them e 
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ſet vp deuilliſh unages in their Churches. At that time Li- 
bans a ſingular Saphiſt, but an enemie to the truth, and a 
follower of lulian, looking and longing after his maifters vi- 
co2y in regard of his thꝛeates, came to a godly ®cholemai- 
ſtcr and teacher of youth in Antiochia, ę ſcoffing at his reli⸗ 
mon,ſcoznfully aſked him, F.cb»: filus quid numc putas agit ? 
Kibat thinkeſt thou nowe. vocth the Carpenters ſonne? 
But hee inſpired with the ſpirite of GMD , fo:ctoive that 
which pꝛeſently followed, ſaying, O thou Sophilt, the crea- 
treatoꝛ of all things, whom thou calleſt the carpenters ſon, 
Loculum: [1470 concinnatgis making a coffin foz Iulian, and 
in derde (accoꝛding to his pꝛophe fie) within few dayes after, 
this Apeſtate died was put in a coffin,and being laide in the 
grauc,fo2 all his ſwelling pꝛide, came ſhozt of that which he 
p2oudly thzcatned. 
J might tell of Sancherib,of the Philiſtines againſt Saul, 
1 Chr. 32. and diuerſe others that haut thzeatned the Saints of God, 
. Sam. i. which becauſe they boaſted agaynſt the Loꝛde, were ourr⸗ 
thꝛowen. But becauſe J haue fallen in hand with Julian, 4 
will not let paſſe the apt Antitheſis, that is betweene the 
Spaniards and Julian with his followers. Chey bꝛagged to 
oucrthzowe the Galilæans(as they tearmed them ſo doe the 
Spaniards the Pꝛoteſtants, o: the Lutherans as they name 
them, they thꝛeatned to (ct vp Idels, ſo doe the Spaniarves 
images, they pꝛoteſted to rot 4 race out Chziſtians, ſo do the 
Spaniards the true p:ofeſſo2s, they thꝛeatned to ſhed their 
bloud molt ſpitefully, ſo do the Spaniards beaſt fo ſpil ours 
molt cruelly,but doubt not louing Countriemen, but that 
Chꝛiſt Jcſus whom you ſerue, is making their coff;ns , and 
that eyther the ſea 02 a ſtraunge lande ſhal be their graues, 
that cannot be contented with their owne, but pꝛoudly ſerke 
to oppꝛeſſe the Saints of God, | 
Therefoꝛe J erbozt you,as Hezechia did theſe of Iuda, 
Be ſtrong and couragious : fearenot,neither bee afraide fo2 
thc ſoꝛce cf Spaniards, no: fo2 al the multitude that is with 
them,foz there be moze with vs than with them, with them 
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is an arme of fleſh,b:-t with vs is the Loꝛd cur God to helpe 
vs, and to fight our battailes. 
They doe e fight agayn t Ood, wee do flaht m 
defence of his woꝛd, they (ack after ſpople, we after the buil⸗ 
ding of Gods Church, t hey ſ&ke wzetchedly to rent ſrem vs 
that is not their owne, wee ſake valiantly to defende our 
owne. Thinke thercfo2c(\weete Countrimen)vpon true re- 
ligion,your Countrie,your wines and chudꝛen, pour landes 
and riches, your friends and kinſfolkes, and vpen pour owne 
liues, let the cowards buy it dearely,and with pꝛice of thep2 
bloud that they get. Fall doawne vpon pour tnas befoze the 
Lo2d,hunvle pour hearts in bis abt. come vato him with 
faſting and p2zay:r,in ſackcloth : aſhes, let cucric one turne 
from his wicked waycs. Let our Pꝛieſts leaue pzide, coucs 
touſnelſe, and ſin2nie:let Lo20es and Pagiltrates rule by 
iuſtice, not vſurpe authoꝛitie:let ſtinking pzide ceaſe to bee 
called pzetinee, and whoozilh luſt fozſake the name of lo- 
ningneſſe:let gredie auarice be no moꝛe tearmed warines, 
let the gluttondus bellie eate but that which ſufficeth, the 
dꝛonken thꝛote deudur no moze than nedeth, pluck from the 
backe to cloath the naked, + from the belly to feede the hun⸗ 
gry, weepe fo2 pour ſinnes, and lament fo pour miſderdes, 
amend pour liues and doe no mo2c amiſſe, lie vnto God in 
Ci21ft Jeſus,and ſtedfaſtly comfo2t pour (clues in his mer⸗ 
tie, then riſe with boldneſſe, meete your enennes with cou- 
rage, let there come thouſands and ten thouſands,they ſhall 
fal vpon pour right hand and vpon pour left, and neuer be a- 
ble to doe you harme:and that this may ſo come to paſſe, let 
vs all begge it at the hands of God foz Chꝛiſts ſake, that hee 
will fo2giue vs our ſinnes, and gine vs grace to amende our 
liues: that he will defend his little locke, that he wall fight 
our battaples both by ſea and lande: that neither the fraude 
no2 fo2ce of our enemies hurt vs: that he will aduaunce his 
Goſpel and giue it the vpper hand, that the wild Boze wall 
not his vinepard,no2 the dloudie wolle denour his flock, but

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gold? bels ring in his Sancuarie,that our gracious Quiene 
may long liue among vs,perfealy to reſtaure his decayed 
Templetht her aged counſylors my coma wiſe 
to the glozic of God and benefite of our Countrie, that the 
Pimlters and P2eachers may vtter the wozde zealouſly , 


and perfo:me it in their liuing alſo effecually,that our ccm- 
mon people may cmbzace penitencie, and faithfully live to 
Oods gloꝛie, ſo that wer may pꝛaiſe him fo2 cuer in his
